“An artist with hands of a psychic forma- 
tion will paint subjects of wild romance. 

“These psychic hands are not the exclusive 
inheritance of noble birth; we find them in all 
classes of life from the highest to the lowest, 
and wherever and whenever they are found 
their characteristics are the same, sesthetic 
perfection and poetry of the soul in their high- 
est state of development. Soul is with them 
the first consideration; form or treatment is 
with them subordinate to subject; as is also 
execution to idea; amongst all classes thev 
are respected for their very incomprehensi- 
bility.

It's getting late, and mother 
wants to go to her room, so stop sewing for 
tonight, dear."

(Mrs. A in a white dressing gown, reclining 
peacefully on a chaise lounge done in cream 
and blue.) 

MRS. A: “I am in perfect peace; my head 
does not ache. There is harmony! God's 
harmony prevails in this house. I see the 
true God-nature of my husband. He does not 
like to read the newspaper. He does love 
Truth books. I see the /rue nature of my 
daughter.

(To rear left, a stone fireplace; to the left, 
a door to music room; above and behind BL, 
who is seated at his desk, is balcomy with 
latticed windows. Secretary opens door. Mrs. 
Allerton enters. Usual greetings follow.) 

BL: “And what is the trouble?” 

MRS. A: "That's what I have come to 
you to find out. I have been able to help so 
many—and it has given me such great joy— 
and I am so happy—but, while I can always 
demonstrate for others, there is just one false 
belief I cannot quite get rid of for myself!” 

BL: "And what is it?" 

MRS. A: “I'm ashamed to confess it—I 
have never even admitted it at home—but I 
do have the most terrible headaches two and 
three times a month, sometimes twice a week!” 

BL: "What do you think causes them?" 


MRS. A: "It must be inharmony. You 
see, although Mr. Allerton is just lovely— 
a wonderful husband—yet, he is not in Truth, 
you know.

Although Mrs. A listens pas- 
sively at first, after three minutes—listening to 
just one tone—she starts to speak, but BL 
holds up kis hand as a signal for silence—and 
continues to strike the same key—five minutes, 
seven minutes, more! Finally, Mrs. Aller- 
ton lifts her hands as though to cover her ears, 
then jumps up, and walks back and forth— 
back and forth.) 

MRS. A: “Oh, why do you keep on with 
just one key? It’s awful!” 

BL: “Certainly, it is awful, because each 
tone is just like every other tone! And it is 
just the way you've been living Truth with 
your family. You’ve been trying to make 
over each soul so that each would be like 
your ideal of what he or she should be. Here 
are two laws of the Great Truth: (1) All 
inharmony is due to some love of likeness, or 
to some hidden cause of disliking differences. 
Whenever anyone suffers illness, or unhappi- 
ness, or lack of abundance, there is some hid- 
den dislike of differences. 

“Let me confess to you, my dear Mrs. Al-

A: "And now, my dear students, I 
shall reveal something which I've kept from 
you. I have a confession to make. Pride 
has tried to prevent me from making this 
confession, but the Spirit of Truth is all re- 
vealing and I cannot keep the joy from you. 

*For years, I have had headaches, terrible 
headaches—sometimes even twice a week, due 
to little inharmonies in our home. And the 
inharmony was due to conditions within me— 
for I was trying to make my husband into a 
Truth student to think as I thought. I was 
trying to make my daughter wear clothes like 
those I woull want to wear.

OMETHING that has attracted the most 

unusual attention in both lay and re- 
ligious circles, was the discovery recently that 
the captain of the West Point football team 
had established the custom for the two years 
he was captain, of having the entire team 
quietly join with him in prayer, not alone 
for their success, but primarily that they 
might play only the best, the cleanest and 
the most successful kind of football. Edgar 
William Garbisch is this praying fighter. 

Not only did they play wonderfully fine 
ball, but the remarkable success the team had 
during the two seasons just closed, during 
which time prayer was adopted, has attracted 
world wide attention. It made a team famous 
that otherwise would have merely been known 
as a fine team. All rough talk and swearing 
was discontinued. The result was they main- 
tained the highest standard ever known in 
such work. 

Many do not know that the athletic won- 
der of the age Paavo Nurmi, the “Flying 
Finn" who broke nearly every track record 
ever established, not only prayed before his 
races at the Olympic Games, but made pray- 
er a practice before all contests. 

Coach McDonald, of the University of 
North Carolina, let the cat out of the bag 
recently, when he stated that for five years 
prayer had been the biggest factor in the 
Southern conference basket ball tournaments 
won by their University. 

The “Tar Heel" quintet of the University 
made prayer a fixed custom before enterinz 
any game as well as between halves. He said 
the members of the teeam had established 
the practice of prayer five years ago, and be- 
cause they considered it a very sacred and 
personal matter it was never discussed in 
private or public. The custom had been hand- 
ed down as a tradition from one team to an- 
other ever since. 

Coach McDonald added that "prayer has 


inspired team work and morale, and has en- 
abled the ‘Tar Heels’ to win time and again 
when defeat seemed certain.” 

Let us add one more instance because it is 
also of an athletic nature. One of the most 
widely known classic dancers who does not 
wish her name made public is a great believer 
in prayer. She said: 

“I knew I was doing good work but for 
some time I was unable to obtain an engage- 
ment. One night as I was going over to a 
theatre for a tryout, I was not only excited 
but anxious as to the outcome. As I hurried 
along the street my thought ran along this 
line: ‘I am doing the best I can, God, and I 
want you to help me: I want the ability to 
make my dance so perfect and so beautiful 
that the producer cannot fail to like it, and 
that when I give it to the world it will be an 
inspiration in creative art to all who witness 
it. I have not been able to do it alone, but 
if you will let me feel the presence of thy 
harmony, thy rhythm and beauty I know I 
will succeed.’ ” 

She promptly received the engagement, and 
a contract for the largest amount she had 
ever had. 

The power of prayer is a potent force when 
it will accomplish these things for those who 
have reached the top in their profession or 
avocation. 

The psychologist may call it something else; 
the cynic or non-believer may have his ex- 
planation. But regardless of any explanation, 
do you believe for a minute vou could con- 
vince these persons that their efforts with 
prayer, were “bunk”? 

Without entering into the merit or demerit 
of this power, we must all agree the mind has 
wonderful possibilities. Prayer is one of the 
demonstrable possibilities some can make use 
of. Let us investigate further before finally 
deciding one way or the other.

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How to Get the Prosperity Consciousness

ETTING into the prosperity conscious- 

ness is so fundamental a proposition 
of all New Thought creeds that it pretty 
nearly comes first. But the mind with which 
we accept our creed, and by which we work, is 
so saturated with the idea that prosperity is 
financial, that the movement toward it almost 
immediately resolves itself into a money-get- 
ting scheme. Money is the life-blood of civil- 
ization, and thereby vital to its prosperity; 
but the prosperity of civilization is only a 
part of the prosperity of man; and turns out 
to be, in the last analysis, a result of the 
central prosperity of the spirit. 

Ingeles in one.of his early books represents 
the earth as covered from pole to pole by 
gigantic, fluctuating magnetic currents, dif- 
ferently colored; you are to get into the cur- 
rent which contains the principle of that which 
you demand when you make your request to 
the Unseen. The financial current, he says, 
is dark green, and he relates the experience 
of a man who by meditation placed himself 
in this current and demanded ten thousand 
dollars—demanded it with violence, prayed 
all night, and the next morning was caught 
up by a cyclone, blown against a telegraph 
pole, frightfully injured—and received ten 
thousand dollars compensation from an in- 
surance company! The illustration is a pretty 
fair one in differentiating money from pros- 
perity. 

The old hymn says, “Lord, I hear of showers 
of blessings Thou art scattering full and free; 
showers the thirsty land refreshing, let some 
droppings fall on me.” Here is a prayer for 
prosperity, but to my mind the idea that the 
Lord is pouring it down from heaven begets 
a supineness of attitude that is hardly desira- 
ble, and that, “Let some droppings fall on 
me,” is strictly hypocritical. We, none of us 
want to see other people soaking in prosper- 
ity while we are merely dampened by it. In 
fact, I believe that this is one of the first 
difficulties in getting a consciousness of pros- 
perity—we look about at other people, en- 
vying the rich, commiserating the poor—and 
it is not merely a literary phrase which says 


that “comparisons are odious’. They are 
worse than that, they are spiritually blinding. 
When you admit comparison, you have lost 
touch with the central fact that there is but 
one, only being, and it is from this fact you 

must work. i 

In all creeds and beliefs, the first and fun- 
damental postulate is that there is within us 
a spirit, a soul, a something which may be 
called the higher self. In the dimension oí 
this higher self there is no partition. If this 
higher self within be of God—it is God. It 
must be all of God if it is any of Him, and, 
since a third dimensional intelligence cannot 
assimilate the idea of a body—one of many 
millions on the earth—containing all of God, 
we help ourselves a bit by finding that our 
minds can contain the idea of such a God, and 
as the idea is all there is of a thing, we may 
find by meditation a sense of slipping the 
separate consciousness into the great con- 
sciousness. 

Now, a God who created a universe would 
certainly contain all of prosperity for that 
universe, ip that universe. Anything that 
seemed to be unprosperous, that looked like 
lack, would have to be merely an absence of 
God in the eyes that saw the lack, în the 
mind that conceived unprosperousness. 

You couldn't imagine God's prosperity to 
be merely money. God's not running a shop. 
But maybe you are, and you need that money 
it seems to you, so dreadfully that the prayer 
for it comes first when you look Godward. 
Very well then, the old mystics said that 
the body of the Lord of this creation was gold 
—even the gold that is found in the veins of 
the earth. Other philosophers in meditation 
have seen the substance of the Lord as a 
golden network; some have beheld it as a 
powerful golden mist. 

You have the spirit of the Lord within you. 
Then the showers of blessing aren't sent down 
—really, there is no up or down in that 
dimension; there is no out or in; such ideas 
are strictly third dimensional. But if the. 
Lord is in you—and the more firmly fixed 
you are in that belief the more you will pros- 
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per—your only image of his sending blessings 
anywhere would be sending them out. He 
can't very well send them in; if He is there, 
the “In” is surely filled with blessing. 

It is to get this consciousness of sending 
out—radiating prosperity—gift, that we are 
told to cast our bread upon the waters. We 
tithe to get this consciousness, giving a tenth 
of our visible supply to gain the understanding 
that we gave the whole thing in the first 
place. 

The body of the Lord in the gold of the 
earth, in the golden net and mist of the 
vision, is the substance of the Lord. If you 
have the Lord in you as a spirit, you have 
the substance of the Lord in you. This it is 
that you must send out, and that will man- 
ifest in your environment as prosperity. 

What is the prosperity of the Lord? Not 
merely money, though in civilization money 
is a token of it. A plant is prosperous as it 
throws out its gay green leaves and gayer 
blossoms. That prosperity is health. The 
substance of the Lord sent out from you will 
bring you health. You send it out in health 
thoughts. But don't be hypocritical and mere- 
ly ask for some droppings on your own par- 
ticular little patch of pain and disease; send 
out your health thoughts to all the world— 
water the whole field, and your little plant 
will prosper exceedingly. 
` A witty Frenchman says that there is no 
greater consolation than the misfortunes of 
our friends; but how can you expect to medi- 
tate an hour on health for the curing of your 
own ailments, and spend the rest of the day 
contemplating the diseases of those about you, 
giving them substance and reality in your 
thoughts, and have your consciousness of 
health improved to any great extent? You'll 
get some results, of course, but they will be 
nothing to what you might have if you broad- 
ened your scope. 

You notice that Walt Whitman never claims 
anything deific for himself without saying, 
in some form or other, “The same is true of 
you—or of any man or woman.” 

Harmony is of the substance of the Lord, 
surely. “Order is heaven’s first law.” If 
you send out this harmony substance, order 
will drop from your finger ends, and from 
the thoughts of your mind, as it does from 
the Creator of a harmonious and beautiful 
universe in which we all believe. Don’t try 
to see harmony and peace and power in your 


own affairs at the expense of the other fellow 
—it never comes that way. Mere money 
might, or some specific thing you had set 
your mortal mind on and were trying to 
wrench away from another. We see that 
done, but surely such getting is somewhere 
calamitous. We all know that misers live and 
die poor. That is the demand for money 
carried to the "Nth power.  Figuratively 
speaking, the miser never has any money at 
all, since he is without the power to do with 
it that which would make him prosperous. 
He is not prosperous. Therefore, when you 
send out the substance of the Lord within you 
to gain money, send it out for all; let the 
shower indeed be “full and free;” see your 
neighbor and friend as prosperous; never 
mind about asking for some droppings; if the 
shower is a good one, you'll get your share. 

And right here—don’t resort to comparison. 
Don’t remind yourself of geniuses that have 
starved in a garret; don’t dwell on the wicked 
—if you still insist on having some wicked 
in your world—who have flourished. Send 
out the substance of the Lord, the best that is 
in you, the expression of your highest, and be 
sure the return will be in kind. 

Impatience is the great foe. A conscious- 
ness that was linked even a little to the God 
consciousness would be such a precious and 
delightful possession that, like virtue, it might 
be considered its own reward, and could be 
cherished for the mere having. Yet we work 
along these lines a little while, a canny eye 
cocked all the time toward the material re- 
ward, like the small boy who splits the moun- 
tain of kindling hoping to be given money to 
go to the circus, and when the thing we were 
after doesn’t promptly materialize, we slump. 
Like the small boy, we say, “There, I was 
good—and what did it get me?” 

It would be glorious if we could worship— 
for this striving after a prosperity conscious- 
ness, which is a God consciousness, is worship 
—without thought of reward. The promise 
laid up against that is, that the reward will 
be greater and swifter and more satisfying. 
Perhaps none of us can. Then go it blind. 
Father Tabb has in one of his bits of negro 
verse the differentiation between the just man 
and the unjust, who both fall, that when the 
just man is down, he doesn’t “waller.” 

If you fall away from your high ideal to see 
no evil, hear no evil and speak no evil, and 
find yourself talking about the diseases and 
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misfortunes of others when you should be 
looking as carefully to find where their suc- 
cesses and manifestations of health were— 
as carefully as you would were the case your 
own—don’t wallow in it. When you see you're 
doing it, drop it, forget it, go back into the 
consciousness where things like that don't ex- 
ist. Living there persistently, you'll find 
that the interest in negative thought falls 
away from you. And positive thought—on 
whatever subject—is of the substance of God, 
and thereby is the whole underlying substance 
of the prosperity consciousness. 


Would you have prosperity — which is 
health, wealth, wisdom, power, harmony and 
peace? Then let the law of the Lord within 
you which is the substance of all these things, 
be the meditation of your heart and the speech 
of your lips. Send out these blessings om 
yourself and your affairs, and on the self and 
affairs of all. Prosper your world, and it will 
prosper you.

ANALYZE YOUR UNDERTAKINGS BEFORE You 
Go AHEAD. 


OST persons proceed more or less blind- 
ly in their business undertakings. 

If they have a natural instinct for trade, an 
aptitude for business, they succeed. But many 
fail. And nearly all are learning by the “trial 
and error" process the principles of suc- 
ceeding. 

Those who fail often feel that they merited 
süccess because they were honest, because they 
worked hard or led a good life. 

But while these are factors in success they 
do not constitute all the necessary factors, by 
any means. 

And no one really merits success unless he 
FULLY complies with the laws of success. 
Any more than a chemist, following a certain 
formula for certain results, is entitled to suc- 
cess if he leaves out part of the ingredients 
which his formula calls for. 

Supposing you were about to establish a 
small lunch-room, for instance. Honesty 
would be a valuable asset. So would cleanli- 
ness. So would the ability to buy and cook 
good food. But if you located your lunch- 
room two flights up in an obscure street of 
the residential section of a city, with only a 
small card for a sign, you would fail because 
you had left out a most important factor in 
your plans—location. 

It is of little avail that you are honest, of 
good intent, and have a valuable service to 
offer to society, if you overlook the means of 
reaching those you would gain as customers. 

A person who has conceived what he be- 
lieves to be a valuable idea for service or for 
an invention that he thinks will prove profit- 
able, is like a hen with one chicken. He is 
apt to rate the value of his discovery far be- 
yond its potential worth, and become so selí- 
hypnotized with his own invention that he 
loses his sense of perspective. When he sub- 
mits the idea to his friends, he reads only 
approval in their comments. His ears are 
deaf to all criticism. 
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Of course enthusiasm is necessary to suc- 
cess in any new undertaking, but temper your 
enthusiasm with common sense. Ask yourself 
if you have overlooked any of the necessary 
factors in the success of your special under- 
taking before you go ahead. Look every pos- 
sible major obstacle fairly and squarely in the 
eye and consider how you will get around or 
over it în advance of the time it confronts 
you, so far as you can visualize the obstacles 
to be encountered. 

And if you meet with a minor failure at 
some point in your progress, don't look around 
for someone or something to hold responsible 
for it. Don't try to shift the blame to some 
one else. Ask yourself what you omitted to 
do that would have insured success. Even if 
the immediate fault seems to lie with another, 
ask yourself what action you can take to best 
insure against a repetition of the experience. 

Lack of adaptability is often a cause of 
failure. And vice versa, the ability to quickly 
adapt to changing conditions will often bring 
increased success where lack of adaptability 
would mean failure. During the great finan- 
cial panic of 1893 the purchasing power of 
the country folk was at a very low ebb. Even 
the $10 suits and the $2 shoes offered by a 
great mail order house seemed too high in 
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price to find purohasers. So the house sent 
out its scouts and rounded up a supply of 
shoes to sell at ninety-eight cents and suits 
priced at $4.98. Had this mail order house 
had at its head a man less capable of adapt- 
ing his course to changing conditions, it would 
have been in severe financial straits or simply 
marked time until the effects of the panic had 
passed. By adapting himself to the changed 
needs of his customers, this man established 
himself as a leader in his line, he gave a 
special and better service than his competitors, 
and that leadership has been pretty well main- 
tained throughout the history of the business 
he established. 

And this brings us to another most impor- 
tant factor in success: Whenever you are 
undertaking any competitive activity, ask 
yourself HOW your service can be made to 
lead its competitors. Unless your service has 
in it new or better elements, it will not suc- 
ceed largely. 

If you are not leading in your business or 
in your work, ask yourself HOW you can 
do so, what steps you must take to become a 
leader. Just doing your work well. or giving 
good service is not enough to bring marked 
success. Think out the steps that will help 
you to lead.

The gigantic size of the grapes increased 
their trepidation. When the inhabitants came 
into sight, the terrorized spies beheld the natives 
as Titans. They were simply seeing out of per- 
spective because of their panic just as you, per- 
haps, have beheld a stranger in the dark loom 
up in ridiculously large proportions. We cannot 
judge by our senses for they are colored and 
distorted through our moods.

He was not depending 
upon material evidence. He was already com- 
mitted to the policy of possessing this promised 
vand. He firmly believed that the same God 
who had delivered his nation from slavery in 
Egypt, rolled back the Red Sea, spread in the 
desert a table of liberal rations, would also wipe 
out from their path anything that looked like in- 
surmountable obstacles. 

Dr. Charles R. Brown says: "Unless we perpet- 
ually see visions and dream dreams, we shall 
never have the moral vigor, the spiritual insight 
for winning a land of promise . . . If we compute 
only what can already be measured off by the 
surveyor's chain or weighed upon the hay scales, 
making no allowance for those hidden and su- 
pernatural forces which are ceaselessly at work 
around us and within us, we should fail utterly."

S AN infant, and for her first three years, 
my little daughter Louise was healthy as the 
average child.

after the grilling heat through Kansas the pre- 
vious day, was too much for her. 

1 was very much alarmed, but there was nothing 
to do except speed on as fast as the train could 
carry us. Arriving home two days later, my 
husband, who is a physician, found that Louise’s 
right lung had ceased to function, and that the 
chest on that side was sunken as in the last 
and fatal stage of consumption. 

Soon another evidence of tuberculosis appeared. 
The lymphatic glands of the neck began to swell 
and suppurate, one tumor being as large as a 
goose egg. Here was a case that from the stand- 
point of the medical profession looked hopeless. 

We knew that Louise could not be healed with 
drugs. My husband and I, both readers of Naw-

IN SEVEN DAYS. 


ECEMBER 23d found us in the following 
financial position: Debts, $40; no Christmas 


gifts purchased; a little over $10 in our posses- - 


sion, and $4 to be spent in train and tramway 
fares if we were to carry out our plans to visit 
my parents for the holidays. 

Nevertheless, we went about things as though 
we were financially unlimited. We sensed the 
lack of the real holiday spirit in our apartment, 
so we purchased a small red paper bell and an 
imitation poinsettia for each of the eight windows; 
and 14 gifts (mostly linen handkerchiefs, varying 
in cost from 25 to 55 cents each), which we 
wrapped in holly-covered paper and tied with 
dainty ribbon. 


December 24th was cold and snowy. 1 hurried 
to the office and found, to my astonishment, Mr. 
Smith (this isn't really his name) waiting at the 
door. He had forgotten the office keys in his 
other clothes at home. We joked over the 
weather and various things. We mentioned our 
plans for the holidays and he told me that he 
was going to play Santa Claus to several poor 
children in Boston. 

At noon he came over to my desk and patted 
me on the shoulder. 

“Now, Wilfred, don’t feel hurt, but something 
tells me to offer you this as a loan. You can pay 
me back whenever you are ready!” And he placed 
a sealed envelope in my hand and hurried out 
to dinner. I opened it, and gasped with astonish- 
ment, for it contained five brand new twenty- 
dollar bills. 

I waited for Smith to return, and at 2 o'clock 
asked another clerk if he had seen him. He told 
me Smith had asked off from work and had gone 
to Boston for the holidays. 

The majority of our Christmas gifts which we 
received were in currency. 

Late Christmas afternoon I surprised the fam- 
ily by announcing that we were planning to sail 
for France on the first boat possible. The aston- 
ishment of our parents was amusing, as I had 
written Dad just a few days before fully concern- 
ing our financial status. The family argued long 
and loud against such a move, fearing further 
indebtedness, but we were determined, and I 
quoted from Scripture that “All things are pos- 
sible, if ye believe,” to my Orthodox Methodist 
parents. 

At evening we returned by train to our apart- 
ment and began decisive preparations for leaving 
the States. The next day I handed in my resig- 
nation at the office, to take effect at once. Re- 
paying Smith, I explained to him how homesick 
wifey was for her parents and for France, and 
told him our plans and immediately he understood 
and agreed with me. 

Then began what I term our “showers of 
manna”! 

That morning a telephone call from a Boston 
publication asked for the immediate delivery of 
a timely article, the synopsis of which I had 
already submitted to the editor. We received 
several checks for odd items I had offered to 
various magazines, and I sold three photos I 
had taken while in Coblenz, Germany, for a re- 
markably good price. But, better still, I placed 
a full-page illustrated article with one of the 
leading eastern Sunday magazines. 

An unusual offer permitted wifey to sell her 
antique violin at five times the price she had paid 
for it, and I sold my typewriter to a business 
school student at an offer beyond what any dealer 
would have made. Passport troubles were strange- 
ly overcome, and valuable papers (doubtlessty 
mislaid in our packing), were easily replaced by 
certified copies, notwithstanding the fact that they 
dated back to 1860. 

Dad could not understand this mysterious pros- 
perity, when we confided to him that we had 
raised over $500 in one week, and showed him 
paid receipts for all our bills. We sailed for 
France as we planned, and in six days reached 
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Cherbourg. The crossing was unusually good for 
January sailings. The day after debarkation, 
terrible storms swept the Atlantic and the French 
coast. 

At Cherbourg we received a letter from friends 
offering us the hospitality of their apartment in 
Paris, and after a short stay, we left for South- 
ern France, where we found wifey’s father had 
placed his apartment at our disposition for the 
remainder of the season. 

In less than a week's time, we received unex- 
pectedly 1,000 francs; an offer of an excellent 
position as private secretary, and an unusual op- 
portunity to purchase an American make port- 
able typewriter, practically new.
